The compilation indicates 35 coun- 
ty attorneys won re-election, 46 
new ones were chosen, with 12 re- 
sults unreported. 


Among the familiar figures in 


state law enforcement activities 
among the sheriffs who apparently 
will not be back in duly are Ray- 
mond L. Crosson of Adams county, 
who was 73 votes behind with only 
241 mail votes to be tallied, W. F. 
Flake of Buffalo county, Thomas

Sanford of Dakota county, J. E. 
Howard of Hamilton county, F. B. 
Liphardt of Johnson county, Renus

National Park East of Niobrara 
Proposed by Knox County People; 
Want U. S. Buy 35,000 Acre Tarct 


Citizens of Knox county have 


launched a project to have the 
federal government acquire 30,000 
to 35,000 acres of partly wooded 
bluff and hilly land along the Mis- 
souri river east of Niobrara and 
establish thereon a reservation to 
be known as "Devil's Nest na- 
tional park." 
An organization was 
formed 


ten days ago and a committee 
named, with Otto Bogner of Crof- 
ton as chairman, to acquire op- 
tions on the land and assemble 
information for the attention of 
governmental 
authorities. 
Mr. 


Bogner was a state capitol visitor 
Monday and reported some pro- 
gress made already along those 
lines AAA Interest Sought. 


It is hoped to interest the AAA 


in the project from the standpoint 
of taking marginal lands out of 
production; "the federal park ser- 
vice in its recreational aspect; 
and the national bureau for wild 
life conservation with regard to 
providing a new sanctuary for 
game animals and birds in a re- 
gion particularly well suited for 
that purpose. 
. 
The committee will communi- 


cate with United States Senator- 
elect E. R. Burke and with Con- 
gressman-elect Karl Stefan of the 
third district to get their assist- 
ance in securing favorable con- 
sideration of the plan at Wash- 
ington. 
Ideal Tract, Says Bogner. 


The area proposed for the new 


national park and wild life refuge 
is naturally adapted for such use, 
Mr. Bogner declared. It extends 
a distance of 12 to 15 miles along 
the south bank of the Missouri 
river and 3 to 4 miles inland. 
Bluffs rise back of the lowlands 
fronting the stream, and beyond 
them are hills and rolling lands 
with patches of timber here and 
there. 
Numerous springs are scattered 


through the hills, from 
which 


sparking brooks run through pic- 
turesque ravines to 
the 
lower 


levels. These springs did not go 
dry even in last summer's unpre- 
cedented 
drouth, 
Mr. 
Bogner 


said. Plenty of water and abund- 
ant shelter, he stated, make the 
tract ideal for animals and wild- 
fowl. 
In one place there is a gulch 


only 30 feet across near its lower 
end, 
with steep walls on 
each 


side, where a dam could be built 
to form a lake with a square 
mile of surface and 15 to 20 feet 
deep.

in the area, Bogner declared. 
There are three ranches of about 
2,000 acres each, occupied by their 
owners— Julius Stahl, W. H. 
Harm, and Mr. Soost. Most of the 
other land is owned by insurance 
companies, land banks, and other 
mortgage creditors who took it 
over by foreclosure or voluntary 
assignments from their debtors. 


It is estimated that the whole 


tract can be bought for govern- 
ment use at an average price of

RMSTRONG county in South Dakota appears 


on the map, with well marked boundaries, as 


clearly defined as the older settled communities of 
that region. It is located centrally, a little to the 
north and west. It comes into the news dispatches 
now because it reveals what is happening in some 
of those areas opened up for settlement and for 
cultivation and production of foodstuffs when' the 
cry during those closing years of the war and im- 
mediately following it was to produce wheat, corn, 


pork, and beef. 


Through all that time, Armstrong was unorgan- 


ized. And yet, it cast seventeen votes in the elec- 
tion of '32. It cast no vote last Tuesday. The bal- 
lot box sent to Armstrong county by the auditor of 
Stanley, which adjoins it, came back unopened. 


Presumably its few families have vacated; pulled 


up bag and baggage, and joined the throng which 
streamed out of sections of drouth-bitten South 
Dakota to form a curious procession along 
the 


highways during the hot summer and fall months 
of last year and the current year. For migration 
from the more arid regions has been going on 
there for two years. Portions of both North and 
South Dakota literally were starved out. Feed for 
livestock was so scarce that animals were turned 
loose to roam, and unbelievably, drifted along the 
roads so weak and so emaciated from lack of feed 
that hundreds died. It goes back to that period 
when an upset world furnished inspiration for set- 
tlement of what is called submarginal lands: Un- 
der favorable conditions, the light, soil found in 
much of the western part of South Dakota will 
produce abundantly, and for a time, it did furnish 
yields of grain sufficient to support farm life. But 
the swing of the cycle bringing dry seasons of in- 
tense heat, coupled with the diminishing fertility 
resulting whenever thin soil is put to wheat, pro- 
duced a repetition of seven years of famine. 


Now we know these submarginal tracts should 


not be under cultivation at the present time, al- 
though years hence a much larger population to 
be fed and the voluntary retirement of the older 
planted land may bring them back into use again. 
That is the ultimate goal in the remaking of agri- 
culture. Communities long settled—regions popu- 
lated for fifty or sixty years, as in the instance of 
this and other midwest states west of the Missouri 
and Mississippi—sections which have not only fine 
farms and farm improvements, but the marketing 
facilities provided by flourishing towns, those are 
the sections which must be protected.

F THE fish and game commission in Nebraska 


had known nature was going to provide an 


unusually warm and open 
fall, 
undoubtedly it 


would have arranged the duck hunting season dif- 
ferently, so as to provide a longer period of duck 
shooting for sportsmen. Under the federal regu- 
lations, each state was permitted to have a thirty 
day period of actual hunting. It could set that 
season for thirty continuous days, or it could 
string them out in any fashion desired, so long as 
the last day came before December 31. 


In Nebraska, the commission decided on thirty 


days without interruption, the season closing on the 
night of November 14, but two days away. As a 
result of the unusually fine weather, the migra- 
tion from the northern lakes and woods has failed 
to set in. The result is that bags have been dis- 
appojntingly small. 


But nothing can be done about it. When it be- 


came apparent some time ago there was little like- 
lihood of the flight getting under way, Game 
Warden O'Connell communicated with the authori- 
ties at Washington and requested permission to 
stagger the remainder of the time so that the sea- 
son might be extended until the first of Decem- 
ber. 
But the department at Washington refused 


to approve a change in dates after the original de- 
cision had been made. It was an unfortunate rul- 
ing for Nebraska, but one which will provide the 
basis for a different arrangement next year.

als has no place in Biblical ethics. 
Hence I am glad to tell you that 
the large majority of churches will 
have nothing to do with lotteries 
and the like. 


Their bare-faced defiance of di- 


vine as well as human laws is too 
much for the- saints, especially 
with the critical eyes of the sin- 
ners looking on. Since the churches 
must have money, let it be pro- 
cured by donations or by that fair 
exchange of goods for value re- 
ceived which is the basis of hon- 
est trade and the source of self- 
respect.

'-Shaving heads is an old relic 


of the BertiUion system," Kavan- 
augh said, "but since the develop- 
ment of the finger print system 
of identification has become as 
obsolete and useless as the wear- 
ing of stripes. We had just as well 
get rid of the head shaving cus- 
tom now as anytime."'Heretofore 
one of the first "dressing in" pro- 
cedures was to clip the hair from 
a man's head. 
However there will be a few 


shaved heads still seen at the 
penitentiary. Third grade prison- 
ers and those demoted to third 
grade from first or second grade 
for infraction of the prison rules 
will continue to have their .hair 
shaved off, Kavanaugh said. "It 
will be a mark of shame for oth- 
er prisoners and visitors to see 
and a punishment for breaking 
rules," he said.

their national leader. 


Influenced Demonstrated. 


He has demonstrated his in- 


fluence in Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi, where he has supported suc- 
cessful candidates and he boasts 
that he could le elected governor 
of any state in the union." If he 
can carry influence in two neigh- 
boring states, he feels he can carry 
influence in all 48 states. He is 
ready for the test when he think: 
his moment has arrived. He be- 
lieves that the time will come soon 
when people will tire of the 
Rooseveltian new deal.

To take the place of the work 


garment factory at the pemtcn- 
iary, closed some time ago be- 
cause of federal laws against in-

Credit Insurance Would 


Aid In Financing 
American Exporters. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—(AP) 
-A departure in American at- 


tempts to recoup lost 
foreign 


trade will be considered soon in 
conferences between high govern- 
ment 
officials 
and 
prominent 


bankers. 


It is credit insurance for ex- 


porters. It tops a list of piojccts. 
now under discussion, to assist 
exporters who must meet compe- 
tition from foreign concerns sub- 
sidized 
by 
their 
governments. 


Uncle Sam would, in effect, fi- 
nance the exporter in shipping 
American goods abroad. 


The power and the money to 


do this would have to come from 
c o n g r e s s . Exporters, farmers, 
manufacturers and bankers al- 
ready have the promise of George •; 
N. Peek, the president's foreign 
trade adviser, that he will join 
them in going before congress for 
the necessary legislation if there 
is a genuine demand for the plan 
and if exporters and producers 
pledge their efforts to make it 
succeed. 


Under the scheme, as already 


tried out by Great Britain, the 
government would take 
credit 


risks on transactions it approved. 
The exporter would pay premiums 
according to circumstances of the 
transaction. 


Large British Fund. 


The amount of money necessary 


to set up an agency has not yet 
been considered. The British set 
up a fund of about $125,000,000 
in 1919, bu* afterward made large 
increases for export trade credits. 


The government also is ap- 


proaching the task of curing trade 
paralysis from another angle— 
reciprocal trade agreements. A 
dozen of them now are in the 
offing. 


The export-import banks, under 


Peek, already have taken steps 
ir, financing seller and importer. 


As a sign of towering trade 


walls being erected against the 
United States, Peek recently re- 
ported the existence of 180 spe- 
cial trade agreements between the 
chief commercial nations. Their 
benefits are denied to the United 
States. 


Peek also expresses the belief 


the United States must consent to 
an intelligent balancing of its 
foreign trade, declaring: 


"We must increase imports if 


we are to be paid for increased 
exports."

Now 
the organization boasts of 75 Chi- 
nese mechanics, 11 foreign pilots 
and 11 Chinese co-pilots. The cor- 
poration operates 15 planes, routed 
over 1,400 miles of Yangtze river 
country, up to Pieping and Can- 
ton. 


Since he went there in 1929, 


Mr. Wilke has watched street 


ese trouble, has seen the Japanese 
become rulers of China and has 
watched a steady growth in air- 
way development. 


Passengers Arc Chinese. 


About 95 per cent of the cor- 


poration's travelers arc Chinese 
business men and Chinese army 
officials, Mr. Wilke said. During 
the five years the corporation has 
had but one plane crash which 
claimed the lives of three passen- 
gers and two pilots. One plane 
moored in the Yangtze river, was 
lost in a typhoon. 


A few sidelights related by Mr. 


Wilkc included information that 
China has its own organized crime, 
similar to the American gangster 
system but more subtle. 
The 


Chinese gangsters, he said, fete 
their victims at a banquet before 
"bumping them off." 


Mr. Wilke's daughter goes to a 


German school and speaks Ger- 
man as well us English, to say 
nothing of a Chinese dialect which , 
her father is unable to under X 
stand. 


The Japanese rule, Mr. Wilkc 


said, has brought about a strong 
feeling of nationalism among the 
Chinese and in the main may 
prove beneficial to the latter.
